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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 22 January 2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The specific claim language recites that "image data corresponding to a series of images 
which are captured consecutively by the imager is transferred from the image memory to the storage 
medium while the series of images is presented by the display". The claim language does not require that 
the exact same frame is presented by the display and transferred from the image memory simultaneously, 

Examiner maintains that the same series of images is transferred from the image memory to the 
storage medium while the series of images is presented by the display. Firstly, Applicant is respectfully 
reminded that, during patent examination, the pending claims are given their broadest reasonable 
interpretation consistent with the specification [see MPEP §2 1 1 1 J. A series of images includes each and 
every image comprising said series of images. To use Applicant's example, if there are 10 frames being 
transferred, then the first frame is just as much a part of the series as the tenth frame. Thus, if the first 
frame is being displayed while the tenth frame is being transferred, then the same series of images is 
transferred from the image memory to the storage medium while the series of images is presented by the 
display. In Anderson (US Patent 6,137,534), compressed image data is generated and stored while 
thumbnail and screennail images are generated in a background spooling process (column 7, lines 5 1-53 
of Anderson) and displayed (column 8, lines 6-11 and column 10, lines 1-12 of Anderson). A 
background spooling process is a process that occurs in the background, in other words, while foreground 
processes are being performed. Since the thumbnail and screennail image are generated and displayed in 
the background while the image data is compressed and transferred, then the series of images being 
compressed and transferred are the same series of images that are generated and displayed on the display.
